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The following Record, as far as to the name of Joseph Warner, on 
page 6, was furnished, by the politeness of Sylvester Judd, Esq., to 
Oliver Warner, of Northampton, May, 1844 ; and the subsequent record 
has been gathered, through the aid of various members of the family, 
by his son, Oliver Warner, Boston, 1872 : bringing the varions branches 
of the family, ftrom Joseph, father of Olfver, Senior, down to the 
present time.

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AccoBBiNO to the records of one of the Ipswich Warners, 
WnxiAK Wabnbb came from England in 1637, and settled at 
Ipswich. He had two sons (Daniel and John) and a daughter. 

His record bsljs John went ** Southward," and had six sons, — 
Samnel, John, Mark, Daniel, Nathaniel and Eleazar. John (Senior) 
came to Hadley before 1678, — ^perhaps he had been living farther 
south, — and three of his sons also came to Hadley; viz., Mark, 
Nathaniel and Eleazar. He had a son, John, at Springfield. This 
John Warner (Senior) ^was living in Hadley in 1692, and that year 
gave what estate he had to his three sons, Mark, Eleazar and 
Nathaniel. In his deed of gift he alludes to his former residence 
at Ipswich, and to ^two houses" which he had sold there. He 
had only a small amount of property at Hadley. 

Mark Wabnsb, son of John, settled in Hadley about 1670, and 
December 8th, 1671, he married Abigail Montague, daughter ot 
Richard Montague, of Hadley, and had by her two children only; 
viz., Abigail, bom, 1675, and Mark, bom, 1677. He removed to 
Northampton about 1687, and bought a homestead which included 
the comer on which John Clarke now (1844) lives, and resided 
there some years. EQs wife Abigail died, 1705 ; and he married a 
second wife in Westfield, widow Mary Boot, in 1713, and he lived 
with her on her estate in Westfield. She died, 1732, and he 
retumed to Northampton, where he died May 3d, 1738 (aged 92, 
according to some tradition in the family; but, according to a record, 
he was not so old as that, though bis exact age is not given). Hb 
daughter, Abigail, married Charles Ferry, of Springfield, 1693, and 
the Easthampton Ferrys are among her descendants.
